THE SUPER-POWER PLAN AS AN 
AID TO PEACE. 

Madison, Wis., Jan. 23.—i-read with 
keen interest yesterday your editorial 
comment on the new plank which you 
have adopted—“ Develop a Nation-wide 
Super-Power System.” 

This activity to harfiess the present 


and increase the potential power of 
America is one of the foremost economic 
considerations before the country today. 
I was greatly surprised that the Bok 
peace plan, or counter plans, none of 
which was announced, failed to place 
any emphasis upon the fact that world 
peace cah only be founded and then de- 
veloped upon. the premise that prosper- 
ity and culture go hand in hand. (If 
there was any belief held by the judges 
that sound economic law should guide 
forward the world’s advancing civiliza- 
tion, there was no indication of it. The 
permanent mobilization of world busi- 
nese seems to be the only way out of 
the peace question and the plank which 
you have adopted will carry us a long 
way forward. 

Throughout ‘the world business has 
not been mobilized so that it may func 
tion on a. permanent basis. Political t- 
ternationalism- may not have its appeal 
for all peoples of al! civilized lands,

. Do It with Eggs. 

Unless the blonde one’s hair is very 
olly, which requires soap and . ho 
water, and one’s financial rating will 
permit, the egg shampoo is an excél- 
lent method of shampooing. No soap 
at all is used with this. Even with 
eggs at 60 cents a dozen it js not such 
an extravagance if the beauty of the 
hair is thus preserved, do you think? 
You take six or eight eggs, beat both 
white and yolk her and thor- 
oughly. Wet the hair in warm water 
and be careful in this shampoo to use 
only warm water, not hot. If the 
water is too hot the egg sticks to the 
hair. After wetting the hair, rnb the 
egg over’ the top pretty generously 
and. scrub-it well into the scalp and

A good, pure soap and warm water is 
all they require. Ammonia, it must be 
remembered, has bleac power, and 
when used on blonde has to be 
used gingerly and with ingredients

Now about henna;’ I don’t know 
who is responsible for the red move- 
ment in this country, u it is the 
pure discontent and eas of the 
times.

If such rules, o- 
better ones worked out by experts, 
were not only adopted in all our for- 
ward looking. communities but ad- 
hered to, say ten years, in Mrs. Hale's 


opinion, we should have at the end 
of our test period a generation of 
young girls infinitely superior in physi- 
cal poise and endurance to our present 
average. “It could be done,” con- 
cludes the author. “ We have the in- 
telligence and the organization. We 
lack only the conviction and the will.’ 


The trouble with average American 
parents is that they are too loving, 
indulgent and pathetically anxious 
that their girls “should enjoy them- 
selves while they are young”; “ havea 
better time than we had at their age.” 
They. do not want them to be out of 
things. So, frori love, or weakness, 
or both, parents spend money on their 
girls, stimujate their taste for fatiguing 
pleasure, weaken. their. physicai 
and moral endurance.

The Beginning of Sexual Reproduction. : 
A FRESH water hydra, grewing on the duckweed, usually 
multiplies by budding. It forms daughter buds, living 
images of itself; a check comes to nutrition and these daugh- 
ter buds go free. A big sea anemone may divide in two or 
more pafts, which become separate animals. This is a sex- 
ual reproduction, which means that the multiplication takes 
place by dividing into two or many portions, and not by 
Uberating egg cells and sperm cells. Among animals, as 
among plants, a sexual reproduction is common. But it has
